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HOW THE STAMP TAX IS VIEWED. 


There is gratifying evidence of the 
patriotism of the American people in 
the spirit in which the proposed war 
taxes are accepted by the country at 
large. Taxes are never welcome, 
can they ever be anything short of a 
burden with many inequitable features, 
but im an emergency like the present 
they are obviously unavoidable, and the 
acceptance of the inevitable with as 
little general protest as has been heard 
since the proposed measure Was Intro- 
duced is certainly creditable to those 
whose interesis are most affected, It 
is true that an occasional newspaper, 
affecting to speak for some special con- 
situency, belabors Congress and the 
proposed, scheme of taxation, just as an 
occasional leather-lunged orator in our 
National Legislature makes the meas- 
ure the text for a speech in which he 
inveighs against all forms of wealth, 
excepting his own. But neither of these 
exceptions voices a general sentiment. 
It is as apparent, we think, the mem- 
bers of with few but con- 
spicuous exceptions, are disposed to 
make the war tax bear as equitably 
and with as little burden as possible 
upon all of the people, and, as we have 
already stated, the people, with few ex- 
ceptions, accept the burden in a spirit 
of unselfish patriotism. The man who 
is a shouter for “the old flag and an 
appropriation” is around to-day, just as 
he always has been, and is just as 
much opposed to any means of raising 
revenue that redound to his 


nor 


Congress, 


does not 


advantage. 
Since the bill has been under con- 
sideration very reasonable disposition 


has been shown by both the Senate and 
House Committees to correct manifest 
errors and inequalities which did not 
affect what they regard as the essential 
principle of taxation, but it is not sup- 
posable that the law will be enacted 
without some rather glaring inconsist- 
encies. Even against these, however, 
the protest, for the most part, is not 
made in a spirit which savors of any 
lack of patriotism. The drug trade and 
its allied interests are as much affected 
by the tax as any other branch of busi- 
ness, with the possible exception of 


financial institutions, but the effort put 
forward by the vast proprietary inter- 


ee 


ests has been mainly to broaden the 
bill so as to avoid unfair discrimina- 


tions against their preparations. They 
have not sought to escape the tax, but 
have endeavored to make its ap- 
portionment and its administrative 
features is equitable and as little bur- 
densome as possible, and their proposl- 
tions have not been such as to prolong 
consideration of the bill. Whether the 
effort to secure a uniform and reduced 
rate on all classes of preparations com- 
ing within the provisions of Schedule B 
will succeed is very doubtful. But be- 
yond this few changes are sought by 
representatives of these Interests. 

In the classification of preparations 
according to price the bill seems to us 
to be less logical than it would be if 
the half-cent stamps were applied to 
articles selling at 15 cents or less. It Is, 
of course, impracticable to make an ab- 
solutely uniform basis, but it will be 
found that by adopting 5, 15 and 
cents, and the maximum rate for differ- 
ent classes, a fairer division will be ar- 
rived at than the present basis of 5, 10 
and cents affords. The number 
of articles selling below 5 cents at re- 
tail is so insignificant as to be unwor- 
thy of consideration, but adopting that 
figure as a basis for the one quarter 
cent stamp and we find the ad valorem 
rate to be 5 per cent. If the next class 
be made to extend to 15-cent articles, 
we have on an average of 10 cents the 
same ad valorem tax in the use of a 
one-half cent stamp, and this rate is 
also maintained by making the one-cent 
class include articles selling at from 15 
to 25 cents. On the other hand, if the 
one-cent stamp is applied to articles be- 
tween 10 and 25 cents we have an aver- 
age rate of 5% per cent., while on a 15- 
cent article, of which there is a very 
large number, the rate would be 6 2-3 
cents. It is obvious, therefore, that in 
fixing an arbitrary division for frac- 
tional stamps, 5 and 15 would be fairer 
dividing points than 5 and 10 cents. 
This is one of those matters of detail 
which probably have not been consid- 
ered in the committees, and to which 
the attention of the conferees upon the 
bill needs only to be called to secure 
its correction, inasmuch as the propo- 
sition would excite no opposition from 
any class of manufacturers, and would 
be simply in the line of an equitable 
apportionment of the tax. It does not 
seem practicable to carry the fractional 
division of stamps as far as was pro- 
posed by some of the proprietors, and it 
is not probable that the committees of 
either house would now consider any 
change in this respect from the pres- 
ent provisions of the bill. 

It is certainly to be hoped that Con- 
gress will not listen to the very gauzy 
plea for the poor man, which is made 
by the proprietor of a five-cent article, 
and which appeais in our Washington 
correspondence this week. The abso- 
lute selfishness of the arguments used 
should be evident to the most tender- 
hearted member of either house. 
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WEAKER PRICES ON THE CON- 
TRABAND ARTICLES. 


The boom which was instituted some 
weeks ago upon goods liable to be 
classed as contraband of war, has been 
broken during the past week. The Re- 
porter has never entertained great con- 
fidence in the stability of the extreme 
prices reached on sulphur, chlorate of 
potash, nitrate of soda and a few other 
items in the class of contraband goods, 
although it is but natural that these 
articles should be somewhat affected by 
their admittedly hazardous character as 
freight in time of war. We have be- 
lieved, however, and have pointed out, 
that the hazard was not commensurate 
with the advances which had occurred 
upon many of these articles, and the 
maintenance of any such rates seemed 
to us to be rather improbable, in view 
of the inducements which they offered 
shipmasters and importers to devise 
means for evading any embargo that 
a belligerent might put upon commerce. 
In the matter of sulphur, shipments of 
which from Sicily were most readily 
intercepted by Spain, there is every evi- 
dence that it will not be interfered with 
if the influence of the syndicate which 
controls the output can be made potent 
to preventsuch interference. The Ameri- 
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can market is of too great consequence 
to the producers, and closing this outlet 
meang a depression of prices on the 
stock sold abroad. On the other hand, 
if just a little war tinge can be added 
to prices here and the outlet kept fairly 
well open, the result will be of great 
financial advantage to the syndicate all 
around, and it can well afford to ‘“sat- 
isfy Spanish honor’ by other means 
than the surrender of cargoes of brim- 
stone in transit. It will not be sur- 
prising if prices on sulphur for some 
months to come rule higher than they 
are at the present moment, but there 
is no ground for the hysterical advanee 
which occurred with the first evidence 
of the actuality of war. 


There seems to be more reason for 
uncertainty as to how the supply of 
saltpetre will be affected, inasmuch as 
it now comes largely in American bot- 
toms, and even the diversion of the 
commerce to neutral vessels will not 
render it safe from serious danger of 


interruption, this commodity being 
more essentially a munition of war 
than either sulphur, chlorate or even 


nitrate. Indeed, Great Britain has al- 
ready interdicted clearances from Cal- 


cutta for North America. But with 
this, as with the other articles 
named, necessity “will find a way,” 
and if prices are kept high enough 
to make the traffic more profitable 
to ships than a less’ hazardous 
freight would be, there is little like- 


lihood of our approaching a real fam- 
ine basis. The closing of Canadian 
ports to the transshipment of this class 
of articles would interfere with the 
traffic more than any embargo which 
Spain can place upon direct commerce 
with United States ports, but it does 
not appear that the Dominion Govern- 
ment is called upon, or is likely, to in- 
force this prohibition against articles 
whose use is as largely in the peaceful 
arts as in war supplies. The Reporter 
is not disposed to offer predictions as 
to the course of prices on commodities 
in any way affected by the war, but it 
seems to us that the fluctuations of the 
past three or four weeks may be re- 
garded as a sort of cautionary signal 
against speculation based upon war in- 
fluences.

THE POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


The gambier market has been 
pressed for several months, notwith- 
standing the fact that the demand 
since January 1 has been greater than 
it was during the same period last year. 
The easy condition of affairs is trace- 
able to the liberal offers of large quan- 
tities from Singapore, when the mar- 
ket had been worked up to three cents 
and above, early in the year, by spec- 
ulators who went in at or about two 
and three-quarter cents and upward. 
The primary market was a free seller 
at such a_ considerable concession 
from the spot price that the local mar- 
ket could not long withstand the pres- 
sure, hence it gave way. It is the gen- 
eral belief that a goodly portion of the 
quantity sold for shipment from 
Singapore had no real existence in 
fact, but was sold short. The effect 
on the market here was the same as 
if the sales had been legitimate. The 
market has been unable to recover by 
reason of the fact that the arrivals 
during the past few weeks have been 
about 5,000 tons, and holders have 
been willing to make concessions in 
order ‘to place goods from the dock 
rather than take them into store. 
Consumers have learned to await ar- 
rivals instead of buying from store at 
a higher price, hence the stock in 
store has remained practically intact, 
but it is nearly all held by ‘those who 
paid a high price for it and are not 
willing to dispose of it except at a 
profit. 


The horizon looks brighter than it 
has for some time. The demand has 
been larger, and it is reported that the 
deliveries during the past six weeks 
have been 25,000 bales. The primary 
market is above the parity of this one, 
and the offers from there have been 
comparatively few, perhaps for this 
reason. Freight rates have been ad- 
vaneed owing ‘to the scarcity of bot- 
toms, and to the fact that wilh a de- 


de- 
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crease in the shipments of pepper and 
other Singapore produce, the induce- 
ment to carry gambier has in a 
measure disappeared. There are but 
four sailing vessels on the way—the 
Columbus, with 9,000 bales, due June 
20; the Stella Del Marie, with 9,000 
bales, due July 25; the Sachem, with 
6,000 bales, due August 5; the McLau- 
rin, with 8,000 bales, due August 20, and 
the Drumpark, with 8,000 bales, due 
later. This is about the entire visible 
supply until October, not counting the 
small amounts that may come in by 
steamers. The real question which 
confronts the holders of store gambier 
is how much an advance in the price 
the consumers will stand before they 
turn to the chrome tannage process, 
and whether Singapore will be as free 
a seller at a slight advance in ‘the price 
as she has been under similar condi- 
tions in times past? All things consid- 
ered, the outlook is more encouraging 
than it has been. 
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APRIL PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The reports of the pipe lines, giving 
the statistics of the petroleum industry 
for the month of April, are variously 
regarded according to the interest or 
bias of those examining the figures. The 
producers regard the decrease in pro- 
duction of fully a quarter of a million 
barrels, and a reduction of nearly 440,- 
000 barrels in the total net stocks, as 
very bullish factors, which in them- 
Selves warrant higher prices for the 
product. Others, whose interests incline 
in the opposite direction, see in the de- 
crease of nearly 350,000 barrels in the 
month's deliveries a bearish feature 
which fully offsets the other features. 
It must be admitted, however, no mat- 
ter from what point of view the April 
figures are regarded, the fact that there 
has been so large a shrinkage in stocks, 
despite the large decrease in deliveries, 
apparently justifies the producers in 
their conclusions, and were variations 
in the current supply and demand the 
only influences to govern the market 
the effect of the exhibit would doubt- 
less have been such as the producers 
hoped for. An important advance in 
the price of the product would, how- 
ever, still further check the demand, 
and the trade once lost, as this loss 
would be entirely from foreign consum- 
ers, it could not be regained, and the 
result would be permanent overproduc- 
tion and demoralization of prices. We 
have before pointed out that at mod- 
erate prices our product will continue to 
find a ready market abroad, while a 
considerable advance in price would 
give an advantage to our competitors 
in the foreign markets of which they 
would be prompt to avail themselves, 
and having once secured the trade they 
would retain it. As fully one-half of the 
reported production is now needed

477 barrels, and the production of the 
Ohio grade amounted to 1,387,212 bar- 
rels, showing a decrease of 89,784 bar- 


rels. The deliveries during April 
reached a total of 4,480,013 barrels, 
showing a decrease of 348,162 barrels. 


The deliveries of Pennsylvania oil were 
2,421,383 barrels, showing a decrease of 
203.741 barrels, while the deliveries of 
Ohio oil amounted to 2,058,630 barrels, 
and showed a decrease of only 144,421 
barrels. The total net stocks at the 
close of April were 31,589,685 barrels, 
showing a shrinkage during the month 
of 438,281 barrels. The stocks of Penn- 
sylvania oil amounted to 11,374,354 bar- 
rels, which shows an increase of 233,073 
barrels, while the stocks of Ohio oil 
amounted to 20,215,331 barrels, and 
showed a decrease of 670,354 barrels.

The loca- 
tion of the new well Is 800 feet south- 
west of No. 1, Which started at 33 bar- 
rels an hour, and in the few days after 
completion dropped to about 350 bar- 
rels per day. 

One of the wildcat wells in the north- 
ern part of Roane county, the Eastern 
Oil Company’s well on the R. B. Field 
farm, came in dry. This wa’ located 
on a line with producers in Ritchie, Ty- 
ler and Doddridge counties, in an effort 
to establish an extension of the produc- 
ing limits. One new well, Eastern Oil 
Company, on the R. H. Hite farm, has 
been started in the same locality. 

The Pennsylvania Oil and Gas Com- 
pany has completed its No. 8 well in the 
Salt Creek basin, in the central part of 
Wyoming, and has a producer of about 
the average size for that field, 5 to 10 
barrels. The oil found in this portion 
is used wholly as a lubricant, the grav- 
ity being 24.5 and flash point The 
well named was drilled about two years 
ago, but was not completed and put to 
pumping until last week. 

The Straight Run Oil and Gas Com- 
pany got a dry hole in its well on the 
Henry Sprouse farm, in the northern 
part of Lewis county, in the vicinity of 
a number of non-paying producers, and 
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S. W. L. Keyes and A, L. Shoemaker 


have discovered petroleum in the Rio 
Grande Canyon, Taos county, N. M 
The point of discovery shows a spring, 
from which the crude oil flows over 
the sand, making a deposit closely re- 
sembling asphaltum. The existence of 
petroleum deposits in the territory has 
long been known, and, should the new 
discovery prove of sufficient value, 
there is no doubt plenty of capital 
will be found for the development.

A big deal in oil territory was con- 
summated at Parkersburg, W. Va., last 
week. The South Penn Oil Company 
purchased the interests of T. N, Barns- 
dall in the Wharton development, 
northwest of the Hendershot field, for 
$115,000. The property consists of the 
70-acre Samuel L. Richardson farm, 
on which there are two wells; the 46- 
acre Ellen Jones farm, one well; the 
104-acre Alvira Richardson farm, five 
wells; the 27-acre Abner Wharton farm, 


two wells; and the 50-acre Daniel 
Wharton farm, one well, making an 
acreage of 297 acres and 11 large 
producing wells. There are a number 
of drilling wells on these farms also. 


This development since last winter has 
been proving the richest in the country, 
a number of wells having been com- 
pleted which started off at better than 
200 barrels per day.

OBITUARY. 


Mitchell G. Rosengarten. 

Mr. Mitchell George Rosengarten, 
member of the firm of Rosengarten & 
Sons, of Philadelphia, died at his 
home in that city at an early hour on 
Thursday last. 

About a month ago he was suddenly 
taken ill, while going to his place of 
business, and was compelled to return 
home. He had been confined to his bed 
with gastritis about three weeks when 
he was stricken with paralysis. After 
rallying somewhat, he sustained a sec- 
ond stroke last Sunday, and his con- 
dition was regarded as so alarming 
that his children were summoned home, 
two of his sons being away with 
militia organizations to which they be- 
long, and which were under orders. 

Mitchell George Rosengarten was 
born in this city in September, 1829. 
His father, the late George D. Rosen- 
garten, was a native of Hesse-Cassel, 
Germany, Where he was born in 1801, 
and came to this country when a young 
man, and founded the famous chemical 
manufacturing firm, which is continued 
by his sons. After having amassed a 
large fortune, George D. Rosengarten 
died in 1880, leaving five sons and two 
daughters. One of his sons is Major 
Joseph G. Rosengarten, who served 
during the civil war on the staff of 
Gen. John F. Reynolds, of the Army of 
the Potomac, and is widely known as 
the author of ‘‘The German Soldier in 
the Wars of the United States’ and 
other published works. 

Adolph G. Rosengarten, another son, 
was killed during the late war, while 
commanding his regiment, at Stone 
River, Tenn., in December, 1862. 

Mitchell G. Rosengarten was educat- 
ed at James’ School, a private institue 
tion then located at the southwest 
corner of 11th and Market streets. Sub- 
sequently he entered the College of 
Pharmacy, from which he was grad- 
uated at the age of 19. After leaving 
college he studied chemistry under 
Prof. Martin Boye and the late James 
Cc. Booth, whose laboratory was on 
Seventh street, above Market. Prof. 
Boyer was at that time regarded as 
an authority on chemistry, and was the 
author of several books on that subject. 
The deceased also acquired proficiency 
in the French and German languages. 
After working for about five years in 
his father’s establishment, he entered 
‘the firm. At the age of 40 he married 
Miss Emily Huntsman of Flushing, 
7 

Mr. Rosengarten always took an 
active part in the business of the firm 
of which he was a member. He was a 
member of the Union League, Phila- 
delphia College of Pharmacy, American 
Pharmaceutical Association, and was 
president of the Philadelphia Drug Ex- 
change in 1865 and 1866. Mr. Rosen- 
garten had traveled abroad extensively. 
While his life was a quiet one, he was 
known as a liberal patron of charities. 




















































































































Edwin Lister. 

Edwin Lister, president of the Lister 
Agricultural Chemical Works, died 
last Wednesday, after an illness of 
several months, at his home in Newark. 
Mr. Lister was born near Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, England, Sept. 10, 1829, and 
came to this country with his parents 
in 1842. When a mere boy, he entered 
his father’s employ in the manufac- 
ture of bone buttons, the works then 
being in this city, and subsequently in 
Tarrytown, where, with his brother, 
























the late Alfred Lister, he was taken 
into the business, and made many im- 
provements in the machinery. In 1862, 
the fertilizing business having been es- 
tablished, the two brothers moved to 
Newark and built the extensive works 
on the Passaic. In 1887 Edwin became 
president of the company, and held 
that office up to the ittime of his death. 
Mr. Lister was a Democrat, and was 
an Alderman in 1872, 1876, 1882 and 1884, 
1885 was elected to the New 
Jersey Legislature as an Assembly- 
man. He was a man of rugged, sterling 
character, kind hearted and considerate 
of his employes. The flag at the City 
Hall at Newark was placed at half- 
mast in respect to his memory. 
Mr. Lister is survived by a 
Robert P. Lister, who was associated 
with him in business, and by a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. William B. Selby, whose hus- 
band is the vice-president of the Lister 
Agricultural Chemical Works.

Why Sulphuric Acid Drums Explode. 


Philadelphia, May 17, 1898. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 


In your issue of the 16th is an account 
of the violent explosion of a drum of 
sulphuric acid while being opened by 
employes of Behrens Drug Co. 

The explosion is said to have 
caused by a blow given to the drum. 

An accident of like nature happened 
recently in this vicinity. 

In both these cases it seemed difficult 
to offer any explanation of the real 
cause of the accident. 

A similar explosion happened, 
ever, some years ago at a works under 
my charge which leads me to think 
there is a simple explanation. 

In the case. mentioned a drum which 
had been washed out with water was 
being dried by gentle heat, when a vio- 
lent explosion tore out one head in such 
a way as to cut off the rivets clean all 
around. To do this with the bung out 
would require great force. 

Now these packages are first used for 
shipments of glycerine, which in time 
would naturally work into the crevices 
and around the rivets of the heads of 
the drums, and it is well known that it 
is a common practice for acid manu- 
facturers to use these same drums for 
shipping. The mixed acids used in mak- 
ing nitroglycerine and drums which 
have been so used are being constantly 
offered for sale. 

Under the action of these acids on the 
glycerine, remaining in the crevices of 
the drums, enough explosive material 
would be formed to cause a violent ex- 
plosion under suitable conditions of 
heat or shock. H. W. Jayne.

Meeting of Cottonseed Crushers at 
Chattanooga. 


It has been the custom for several 
years past for the cottonseed oil mills 
located in Alabama to meet at the 
close of the season in a social way 
to discuss the results of the season's 
crush and also to take up and con- 
sider matters of local interest and listen 
to short talks by various members 
upon topics directly ‘bearing upon their 
trade. This season the meeting was 
held at Lookout Inn, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., on May 11 and 12. As our spe- 
cial telegram last week stated, there 
were about forty members present, 
many of whom were accompanied by 
their families, thus adding many so- 
cial attractions to the meeting. The 
sessions ‘were held with closed doors, 
and, while the discussions at times 
were animated, especially when the 
subjects of rail freights, seed territory, 
eare of seed and tthe refining of oil 
were under discussion, yet the most 
brotherly feeling prevailed, as all real- 
ized that the difference of opinions ex- 
pressed were in the end for their in- 
dividual benefit, and would thus bind 
more closely together the mills in their 
Siate and nearby localities. 

While this convention was in session, 
the Governing Committee of the In- 
terstate Cotton Oil Association held a 
meeting at the same place, nearly all 
of the committee being present in per- 
son or by proxy. The first maiter for 
consideration was the selection of a 
place for holding the annual meeting. 
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After discussing the merits of the va- 
rious places suggested, Atlanta, Ga., 
was chosen, and July 21 and 22 were 
the days designated for the meeting. 
A commiitee of six from the various 
sections was appointed to draft rules 
governing the sale of cottonseed prod- 
This committee will meet the 
evening before the convention and 
after each has submitted his views, 
rules will be formulated and presented 
for its adoption, It 
is hoped by this means to overcome 
the friction which now occurs fre- 
quently in the sales of cake, meal and 
oil under the irregular forms of gov- 
erning different localities. It was very 
gratifying to see so large a representa- 
tion from Memphis and the Valley, as 
it was feared their recent experience at 
Louisville, when so many were obliged 
to walk home, might deter them from 
starting out again so soon for the 
scene of their former exploits. The re- 
cuperative powers of the average 
Memphis man in these days of war and 
the usual evils which béfall cottonseed 
oil is simply wonder- 
ful to behold, and it was not at all 
surprising to see them come up smil- 
ing, and seem as though they had not 
hurt their eyesight trying to pick win- 
ners at Louisville.

In 1867 the 
the house moved to Nos. 6 and 8 North 
Second street, Where the business con- 
tinued to prosper, and in 1890 the com- 
pany moved to the commodious build- 
ing on Clark avenue, from Fourth 
street to Broadway. In that year also 
the firm purchased the business of the 
Richardson Drug Company and consol- 
idated it with their own, organizing as 
the Meyer Bros. Drug Co., with a cap- 
ital stock of $1,750,000. 

The company is now the largest in 
the United States, its annual transac- 
tions exceeding $5,000,000, while 300 em- 
ployes look after its interests in the 
St. Louis house and 40 salesmen and 
representatives are kept busy on the 
road. The company has a branch in 
Kansas City, besides those in Fort 
Wayne and Dallas.

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Naval Stores Operators Organize. 


A large and enthusiastic body of the 
leading turpentine men of Florida met 
in Ocala, Fla., on the 12th inst. and ef- 
fected a permanent organization, about 
sixty being reported present. 

Some time was taken up in an in- 
formal talk on the object and aims of 
such an organization. As stated by 
Capt. J. B. Withers and others, the ob- 
ject sought is to secure a common basis 
on which all can work, and for mutual 
protection in the matter of wages, rail- 
road rates, and prices. 

After a most profitable 
lasting for over an hour, an organiza- 
tion was formed by the election of the 
following officers: President, Capt. J. 
B. Withers, of Citronville; secretary and 
treasurer, B. G. Lastinger of Bay City. 
The name decided upon for the organi- 
zation was “The South’ Florida Naval 
Stores Operators Association,’ with 
headquarters at Ocala. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted, and the secretary was 
instructed to forward a copy of it to all 
the different operators in Florida, 
Georgia and Alabama: 

“That the South Florida Naval Stores 
Operators’ Association, in convention 
to-day, have agreed to cease chipping 
all boxes on August 15, 1898, for the 
purpose of reducing the crop, and re- 
quest all operators in the above States 
to join us in this Movement; and we 
respectfully ask the aid of all factors 
to bring about a compliance with 
these resolutions. The above resolution 
to be put into effect, provided that all 
factors and operators co-operate with 
us in the above States. 

The question of revising and regulat- 
ing the operating wages and prices was 
fully discussed, and the following was 
adopted and ordered distributed by the 
secretary: 

By unanimous action the operators 
assembled in convention to-day have 
established the following prices for 
chipping and dipping: For  yirgin 
boxes, $17 and rations; second, third 
and fourth year boxes, $15 and rations, 
or $20 and $18 without rations, and 30 
cents for dipping. The above prices 
to go into effect Monday, May 16. 

The association before adjourning de- 
cided to make efforts to induce the 
operators and turpentine dealers in 
Georgia and Alabama to either unite 
with this association or act in con- 
junction with it. The meeting through- 
out was harmonious, and the members 
feel satisfied that a start has been 
made that will eventually result in 
great benefit to the business. They feel 
that the business has grown to such 
Vast propertions that it is out of the 
question to contro] it and carry it on 
successfully without organization.

Latest Tarift Decisions. 


Salol, 


The Treasury Department has re- 
ceived a considerable number of letters 
making inquiry with regard to the clas- 
sification of ‘“‘salol,”” which has been 
variously classified at different poris 
since the new law took effect. In reply 
to an inquiry from the Collector of Cus- 
toms at New York, Assistant Secretary 
Howell says: 

“The Department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 6th instant, in regard to 
the classification of salol at your port, 
and in reply I have to state, that in 
view of the conflicting decisions on the 
subject and the variance in practice at 
the different ports, the present practice 
of classifying the article under the pro- 
visions in paragraph 67 of the Act of 
July 24, 1897, for ‘medicinal purposes 
* * * jin the preparation of which al- 
cohol is used,’ should be continued.” 


Licorice Root, 


G, W. Sheldon & Co. imported licorice 
root, which they entered as duty free, 
par, 528, act of 1894, and same par., act 
of 1897, The Collector assessed for duty 
at 10 per cent. and \c. per Ib., par. 20, 
act of 1897. The Board of General Ap- 
praisers, in an opinion, by Appraiser 
Ham, has overruled the protests, find- 
ing that the article ‘‘seems to have been 
subjected to a process of grinding, and 
that none of the paragraphs under 
which claim is made appropriately coy- 
er it.” 

Spent Oxide of Iron, 

The Nichols Chemical Company im- 
ported into Syracuse, N. Y., spent oxide 
of iron. It is oxide of iron that has 


been used to purify coal gas by ab- 
stracting the sulphur therefrom. It thus 














becomes impregnated with 60 per cent. 
or more of sulphur. It is imported to 
secure this sulphur. Under the influence 
of heat the sulphur passes off as a gas 
and is caught and used in the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid, leaving, accord- 
ing to the testimony, the oxide worth- 
less for any purpose. It was assessed 
for duty at 10 per cent., section 6, and is 
claimed to be exempt from duty, par. 
674, act of 1897. It is also stated in the 
protest that ‘‘as this country is still de- 
pendent on foreign sources for a supply 
of crude brimstone, a decision in favor 
of a duty on the spent oxide would sim- 
ply force us to continue the use of brim- 
stone only, and in no way protect any 
home industry.” 

The Board of General Appralsers, in 
an opinion by Appraiser Wilkinson, has 
overruled the protest. The opinion says 
the province of the board is limited to 
determining whether or not the article 


is covered by the paragraph of the 
tariff cited in the protest. The mer- 


chandise is not to be found in par. 674, 
therefore 


the protest must be over- 
ruled.” 
Alpha Naphthol. 
W. J. Mathison & Co., Limited, in 


ported alpha naphthol, which was as- 
sessed for duty as a chemical com- 
pound at 25 per cent., but the Apprais- 
er reports that it should have been clas- 
sified as a coal tar preparation, not a 
color nor a dye. The Collector states, 
however, that he did not entertain the 
protest as duty was not pald within ten 
days. The Board of Appraisers, in an 
opinion by Appraiser Wilkinson, has 
sustained the claim that the merchan- 
dise is dutiable as a coal tar prepara- 
tion at 20 per cent., par. 19, act of 1890. 


Migranin, Symphosol and Loretin. 


On importations of migranin, sym- 
phosol and loretin, made by Schulze, 
Berge & Koechl, entered in April, 1894, 
the Board of General Appraisers, in an 
opinion by Appraiser Wilkinson, has 
sustained the claim that the first two 
are dutiable under par. 19, act of 1890, 
following G. A. 2693, but overruled the 
protest as to loretin, the Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of New York 
having decided that it is an acid used 
for medicinal purposes, and no claim 
having been made under par. 473. 

Azoparanetraniline and Loretin. 

Victor Koechl & Co. imported certain 
merchandise. They protested against 
the Collector's classification for duty 
Appraiser Wilkinson writes the opinion 
of the Board of General Appraisers 
which, following the recent decision of 


the Circuit Court, sustains the claim 
that loretin is exempt from duty. Par. 
363, act of 1894. They also find that 


azoparanetraniline is a coal tar prep- 
aration, not a color nor a dye, and not 
medicinal, and sustain the claim that it 
is exempt from duty. Par. 443, act of 
1894. Reference is made to G. A. 2998 
and G. A. 3000. 


Crude Carboliec Acid, 


J. W. Hampton, Jr., & Co., Old Do- 
minion Creosoting Works, Herf & 


Frerichs Chemical Co. and H. E. Parker 
imported crude carbolic acid. Duty was 
assessed at 25 per cent. (par. 60, act of 


1894), but the importers claimed free 
entry (par. 443). The Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers, in an opinion by Ap- 


praiser Tichenor, has sustained the pro- 
test, basing their decision on a decision 
of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, Warren Chemical and Manu- 
facturing Co. against the United States, 
84 Fed. Rep., 638. 


Liquid Creosote, 


Jas. Lee & Co., J. Wm. Moore and 
G. H. Morrill & Co. imported merchan- 
dise described in the invoices variously 
as ‘creosote or dead oil,’”’ “tar oil,’ or as 
“liquid creosote.’’ Duty was assessed at 
25 per cent. (par. 60, act of 1894), but the 
importers claimed free entry (par. 443). 
The opinion of the board in the case of 
“crude carbolic acid,” cited above, ap- 
plies in this case. 





Artificial Pumice Stone. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers has handed down a decision 
on the protest of R. J. Waddell & Co. 
against the Collector at New York on 
an invoice of artificial pumice stone. 
The merchandise in question consisted 
of ground or pulverized pumice stone 
and clay, mixed and pressed or molded 
into bricks or cakes of different uniform 
sizes, shapes and grades or qualities of 
texture or grain, such as used by paint- 
ers, varnishers, polishers, cabinet mak- 
ers, marble workers or others in rub- 
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bing, smoothing or polishing surface of 
stone, marble and other substances. 
The goods were returned by the ap- 
praiser as “articles composed of miner- 
al substances, not decorated,”” and was 
accordingly assessed for duty at 35 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provisions 
of paragraph 97, Act of July 24, 1897, for 
“articles and wares composed wholly or 
in chief value of earthy or mineral sub- 
stances or carbon not specially provided 
for in this‘act,”’ but was claimed by the 
protestants to be either free of. duty 
under paragraph 671, or dutiable at $6 
per ton under paragraph 92, or at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 87 of 
said act. From the chemist’s report in 
this case that the merchandise is com- 
posed of pumice and clay the Board 
overruled the protest.

The 
court finds that the fire was caused by 
spontaneous combustion of the phos- 
phorus, and as this part of the cargo, 
together with some sulphuric acid, was 
stowed on deck on the top of a con- 
signment of chlorate of potash, it was 
searcely surprising that a fire once 
started became serious. Fortunately no 
blame seems to be attached to chlorate 
of potash, which may be safely stowed 
in the hold of a vessel and carried with- 
out risk. 

Following the example of Messrs. 
Crosfield, I note that Messrs. Lever 
of “Sunlight’’ fame, have decided 
to increase their capital by £1,000,000, 
say to £3,000,000 altogether, the prefer- 
ence shares to be issued at a premium 
of £2 10s. per share. 

The market for chemicals has not 
been specially active, the only substan- 
tial change being an advance in chlor- 
ate of potash, which is quoted 344d. per 
pound for prompt shipment, though a 
less price would be accepted for later 
positions.

English Petroleum Markets. 


London.—Nearly all the month 
through this market has remained un- 
disturbed or uninfluenced by the excit- 
ing news of a war between the United 
States and Spain, and until lately only 
the slightest fractional changes in the 
value of the article were recorded. The 
home trade, having in front of them 
the season of the year when the de- 
mand for artificial light is of the small- 
est character, evinced no desire to lay 
in extra stocks; while importers, in 
face of very liberal consignments, were 
rather anxious to sell on every oppor- 
tunity, and transactions generally were 
again at very low rates, viz., American 
refined at 4%d. to 41%4d., and Russian 
oil 4 1-16d, to 44%d, per gallon. Re-

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Linseed O11 for Varnish Making. 


At the present time where everything 
is done with too much haste, where ons 
produces quickly and sells quickly, so 
as to not still further curtail the profit 
by 


already diminished competition, It 


has unfortunately become a fact that 
the linseed oil to be worked up is no 
longer given the necessary time re 


quired for maturing. A freshly arrived 
lot of linseed oil Is immediately worked 
up into varnish or with oil colors, and 
the former is sold already after a few 
days as superior matured linseed oil 
varnish. A storing cannot take place, 
lest the interest might eat up the profit. 
Even linseed for 
making purposes does not always re- 
ceive that careful treatment necessary 
for the manufacture of a faultless prod- 
uct, and many varnish makers imagine 
to have done their best by buying and 
using directly a product placed upon 
the market by Dutch oil millers under 
the name of “Varnish—linseed oil."" But 
this Is not always sufficient; what is 
sold as varnish—linseed oil is perhaps 
an oil which has been produced with a 
little more care in the choice of the 
seed and also stored for a short time, 
but for the varnish manufacture is not 
by far good enough. The common lin 
seed oll of commerce is mostly slightly 
turbid; the varnish linseed oil is usually 
clear and apparently answering the re- 
quirements, but when it is taken In 
hand and carefully examined it will be 
found at once that it Noes not possess 
those qualities which it ought to have. 
On boiling, remarkable observations 
can be made. Non-aged linseed oil 
froths more or less In being heated to 
120-130° C, in consequence of the larger 
or smaller percentage of water, and it 
is, therefore, necessary at first to heat 
it carefully until a higher temperature

has been reached, when all the wate 
has evaporated. 
Aged linseed oll, however, does not 


froth, but can be heated to the boiling 
point without rising. When Dr. Lip- 
pert says: “In judging a linseed oil as 
regards its adaptability for the oil-var- 
nish manufacture, attention should be 
paid, beside to its drying capacity, that 
no flakes deposit. An oil called varnish 
oil should remain perfectly clear when 
heated to almost 300° C, whereby the 
yellow dyestuff is partly destroyed, 
while the so-called raw linseed oil (more 
correctly, unnatural oil) also loses its 
yellow coloring, but sometimes exhibits 
a considerable formation of flakes,”’ he 
is perfectly right, and I have already 
called attention to it more than a de- 
cade ago. If unstored oil Is boiled af- 
ter all the water has been driven off to 
a temperature of 270-280° C, it becomes 
thereby liquid like water, changes color 
from yellow to pale green, and now a 
gray-green flake formation is observed 
in the oil which looks like algol in the 
water and sometimes floats around in 
the kettle up half the height of the col- 
umn of liquid. In the case of sufficient- 
ly stored linseed oil this change of color 
also occurs, but never a formation of 
flakes, for this Is an infallible sign of 
insufficient storing. If the boiling of 
non-aged oil is continued, e. g. to obtain 
a consistent oil, the flake formation dis- 
appears in the course of the operation, 
but it requires a much longer time to 
reach the desired end than when boil- 
ing matured oil. This is the reason 
why so many complaints are heard that 
the oil cannot be inspissated. In the 
manufacture, therefore, the linseed oll 
is first heated to 270-280° C., the opera- 
tion is interrupted and the oil allowed 
to cool off; on the next day the clear, 
greenish oil is drawn off and _ boiled 
down thicker in another kettle. Even 
in the case of common linseed oll var- 
nishes destined for painting purposes 
the same process should be observed. 
The flakes proper show themselves 
after the cooling as a light brown, read- 
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ily mobile, flocculent sediment, which 


may be used for putties, ete. 


Another test of a linseed oil which is 
to be used as varnish oil can be car- 
ried out with the so-called water re 
action of Amsel. According to Lippert, 
this test gives good results; varnish 
linseed oi] must always produce a clear 
water reaction, while raw linseed oil 
sometimes shows a faint opalescence. 


This should therefore be borne in mind 


with the saponification, and the oil 
might be separated from the flakes by 
filtration in the warm. Amsel’s water 


reaction is the phenomenon which takes 
place when linseed oil saponified with 
alcoholic alkali solution (alcoholic soap 
solution) Is mixed with water before tl- 
tration, This is done quite crudely by 
adding to the hot solution after 
saponification is finlshed about 10-20 
em. of water directly from (the washing

clear or becomes opalescent to very 
milky. 

As regards the drying capacity of 
linseed oil, opinions vary as to the time 


required for pure linseed oil to dry in a 


thin layer on a non-porous surface 
(glass or metal); the varying drying

A freshly 
expressed linseed oil possesses a far 
lesser drying power than matured lin-

Lippert says: “If the drying capacity 
of linseed oil is to determined by 
means of siccatives, one with a certain 
percentage of metal and acid would 
have to be agreed upon. The of 
linoleic acid, resinie acid and boracic 
acid, however, appear to be very little 
adapted for this, as different salts re- 
sult according to the kind of precipi- 
tation and the solutions are partly very 
unstable, But these determinations 
may also be carried out with resinate 
of manganese in powder form (precipi- 
tated manganic resinate) for only 1% 
per cent. is required of this drying 
agent, to cause linseed oil to dry within 
twelve hours; it is, of course, also nec- 
here to always work with a 
standard product prepared according to 
fixed conditions. A larger admixture 
of resinate of manganese is absolutely 
superfluous and even diminishes the

personally, although Dr. Luppert 
doubts the same observations of Am- 
sel, pronouncing jt even to be an er- 
ror. He holds that at least the resin 
in the resinate of manganese, the pro- 
portion of which to the oil is only very 
slight, does not retard the drying. 
Whatever may be the cause of the 
slower drying, it is a proven fact, of 


which anybody may convince himself. 

The best method, however, for deter- 
mining the drying power of one or more 
oils, is probably always that of Li- 
vache, because one works with an 
easily preparable agent of an ever uni- 
form nature (lead powder) and is not 
exposed to the uncertainties connected 
with the use of the liquid siccatives 
and resinate of manganese. If linseed 
oil is agitated with 1 per cent. of lead 
powder for several hours and ‘then left 
to rest until clarified, the oil will dry 
aplied in a thin layer to glass or metal 
inside of twenty-four hours, and the 
coating is completely bleached. Lin- 
seed oils which are not dry within that 
time are of inferior quality and cannot 
be used for varnish oil.—Translated for 
the Reporter from the Farben Zeitung.

It is said that the quantity of gas es- 
caping from the single bore at Heath- 
field would yield a sufficient supply for 
lighting a small town, and it has been 
suggested that it might be ‘‘piped off’ 
to illuminate Hallsham, Eastbourne or 
Tunbridge Wells.

The existence of petroleum has been 
detected in this country at different 
times, especially in the west of Eng- 
land. Considerable interest was ex- 
cited in 1894 by a discovery of this kind 
at Ashwick Court, in Somersetshire. If 
of no commercial importance, the mat- 
ter Is still one of the greatest historical 
interest, as the shale oil industry is the 
direct outcome of distillation of a small 
outflow of petroleum at Alfreton, in 
Derbyshire, and the American petrole-

Numerous 
references to the occurrence of 
‘naphtha” or “liquid bitumen,” and 
evento emanations of natural gas, 
occur in the early numbers of the 


“Philosophical Transactions of the 
Royal Society.’’ In the volume for 1684 
is a paper by Dr. Robert Plot, in which 
he expresses the belief that the perpet- 
ual lamps said to be found alight in 
ancient tombs might be formed of a 
wick of “‘Iinum asbestinum,” or “sala- 
mander wool’’—the materidl which we 
now call asbestos—fed by a natural 
spring of naptha such as that of Pitch- 
ford, in Shropshire, where, he says, “is 
a naphtha or liquid bitumen which con- 
stantly issues forth with a spring 
there, and floats on the water.” This 
spring, which is still in existence, at 
one time (at the beginning of the cen- 
tury) had considerable celebrity, as the 
oil was distilled and sold as ‘“‘Betton’s 
British Oil,” as a cure for sprains and 















rheumatism; indeed it is one of the 
very earliest localities where petroleum 
was distilled for commercial purposes. 

Similar occurrences were noticed at 
Broseley, Bently and other districts in 
Shropshire, and Camden’s “Britannia” 
(1586-1607) described oil and gas springs 
at Fife, and at Formby and ‘‘Wiggin,” 
In Lancashire, and the ‘“boyling” of 
eggs by the burning of gas, although 


the water through which the gas is- 
sued remained cold. Petroleum was 


found quite 200 years ago at St. Cath- 


erine’'s Well, in Liberton, and is still 
found at Longton, in Staffordshire, 
Coalbrookdale, and Wellington, in 
Shropshire, at Worsley and West 


Leigh, in Lancashire, and In the neigh- 
borhood of Bristol. In the Southgate 
colliery, near Chesterfield, there is an 
intermittent flow of petroleum, amount- 
ing to from 70 to 100 gallons daily. The 
most interesting occurrence of petro- 
leum in this country is, however, one 
at Alfreton, in Derbyshire, where a 
small stream of oil from a coal work- 
ing attracted the attention of Dr., now 


Lord, Playfair, and was, in 1847, dis- 
tilled on a commercial scale by Dr. 
James Young, the father of the shale 
oil industry of Scotland. When this 


supply became exhausted, as soon hap- 
pened, Dr. Young, believing that the 
oll had been produced naturally by the 
action of gentle heat on coal, com- 
menced the experiments which resulted 
in 1850 in his celebrated patent for ob- 
taining paraffin and paraffin oil from 
bituminous coal, and ultimately to the 
extension of this process to the bitumi- 
nous shales of Scotland. Erroneous as 
were Dr. Young's premises, the whole 
of the Scottish shale oil industry is the 
direct result of them, and the com- 
mencement of the American petroleum 
industry can also be traced to them. 
Shortly after the inception of the Scot- 
tish industry a large number of estab- 
lishments, working under’ royalties 
from Young’s Company, were in exist- 
ence in the United States, and by 1859 
there were between 50 and 60 In exist- 
ence. In that year, In the hope of ob- 
taining larger quantities of the crude 
petroleum which was found — superfi- 
cially in many districts of Pennsylva- 
nia, and was then still believed to be 
a product of the natural distillation of 
coal, the celebrated “Drake” well was 
sunk at Tarentum, in Allegheny, and 
started the oll fever, of which the pres- 
ent position of the American petroleum 
industry is the outcome. The produc- 
tion of these immense quantities of oil 
without the of winning and dis- 
tilling shale or coal naturally struck 
the death knell of the shale distilleries 
of the States, which, with the ready 
adaptability of the American people, 
however, at once converted into 
petroleum refineries; but the Scotch 
shale oil industry, although severely 
handicapped, has, so far, been able to 
exist.

How Java Quinine is Made. 


At present only sulphate of quinine is 
produced, but the intention is to extend 
the scope of the works soon, and to 
add the manufacture of hydrochloride 
of quinine, etc. Ledgeriana is the only 
bark used, and the different parcels are 
mixed in such manner that the con- 
tents are always approximately 5 per 
cent. The bark is then ground to a fine 
powder, and mixed with about 50 per 
cent. of slaked lime and a sufficient 
quantity of water to give it a consist- 
ency which allows it to be transported 
in baskets to a vertical tank contain- 
ing a certain quantity of mineral oil. 
This oil, of a sp. gr. of 0.92 and a boil- 
ing point of 130 degrees C., dissolves 
the alkaloid in a proportion of about % 
to 1 per cent. The tank is heated by 
means of a coil, through which steam 
is passed for about half an hour. When 
steam is shut off, the mixture separates 
readily into two layers, of which the 
upper—that is, the oil, which now holds 
the alkaloids in solution—is drawn off, 
the remainder is again heated, in order 
to separate any oil that might have 
been left. The oil is then pumped into 
another reservoir, and warmed with a 
quantity of 1 per cent. sulphuric acid, 
which removes the alkaloid. The acid- 
solution of the sulphates is then drawn 
off, again heated, and almost, but not 
quite, neutralized with either ammonia 
or soda. As soon as it is sufficiently 
concentrated, it is run into shallow 
dishes holding about 5 to 6 gals., and 
there left to cool, by which means the 
crude sulphate of quinine crystallizes 
out. This crude product then passes 
through a centrifuge, and the residue is 
washed, and afterward purified by 
treatment with charcoal and re-crystal- 
lize. It is then dried and packed for 
export.—Pharmaceutisch Weekblad,

Senator White supported the state- 
ment made by Senator Wolcott, declar- 
ing that his recollection of the discus- 
sion in committee coincided accurately 
with that statement, adding: ‘‘Person- 
ally, I do not believe in the taxation 
of any of these waters. I do not be- 
lieve it possible to make a discrimina- 
tion with reference to their medicinal 
qualities. They are all declared to be 
highly beneficial to health. Many of 
them will rejuvenate manhood, and it 
is only necessary to have a sufficient 
supply of those waters to convert an 
old man into a very young one, if we 
believe the advertisements. So, unless 
we have some general language which 
will be applicable to all of these waters 
it seems to me it will be impossible for 
the officers of the Government to en- 
force the statute at all.” 

Senator Wolcott suggested that per- 
haps if the proprietors of those springs 
of ordinary pure waters would stop ad- 
vertising them as specifics for every ail- 
ment they might save themselves tax 
under Schedule B, 

—_— 

The Senate then adopted the amend- 
ment striking out the section enume- 
rating mineral waters, leaving the pro- 
vision for ** waters sold under trade- 
mark” to be acted upon hereafter when 
the section relating to proprietary ar- 
ticles is taken up for consideration. 

The amendments reducing the rate of 
tax on sparkling or other wines was 
then read and adopted, after which the 
amendment providing that “it shall be 
deemed a compliance with this act as to 
such articles on hand of wholesale or 
retail dealers who are not manufac- 
turers, to affix the proper adhesive 
stamp at the time the packet, box, bot- 
tle, pot or phial or inclosure with its 
contents is sold at retail,’ was taken 
up. Senator Mantle of Montana de- 
manded an explanation of this para- 
graph, asking why stocks of manu- 
factured tobacco, cigars, ete., on hand 
were exempted in the bill as reported, 
while stocks of medicines and proprie- 
tary articles in retail drug stores were 
not exempted, to which Senator Allison 
made the following reply: 

“Proprietary articles in the hands of 
wholesale and retail dealers have not 
hitherto been subjected to a tax. The 
committee were of opinion that if they 
were subjected to a tax, it should only 
be imposed when the articles were sold. 
Therefore, we have so provided as to 
minimize the budens upon dealers who 
have already acquired these articles by 
purchase, That idea actuated the com- 
mittee in respect to proprietary articles.

Meeting of the New York Section of 
the Society of Chemical Industry. 


The last meeting of the session was 
held at the College of Pharmacy, May 
20, at 8.15 p. m. The usual informal 
dinner took place at the Hotel St. An- 
drews. The diners were agreeably sur- 
prised by receiving a case of whisky 
from Mr. E. O. Luthy, who wanted to 
illustrate his paper, “The Distillation 
and Maturation of Fine Whiskies as 
viewed from a Chemical Standpoint,” 
by practical experiments. The diners 
and subsequently the audience at the 
lecture room concluded that the stand- 
point of Mr. Luthy was the correct one 
and that ‘Runnymede Club” was per- 
fectly matured and excellent in every 
respect. They are all willing to write 
certificates on their most satisfactory 
practical experience with the above 
product, 

The meeting was opened by Prof. 
Chandler at 8.15 p. m. After the read- 
ing of the minutes, Prof. Coblentz gave 
his paper, “The Newer Remedies with 
Exhibitions,.’””’ He had filled every inch 
of space of the big blackboards with 
most complicated structural formulae, 
one of the easiest being: 

Methyl-benzoyl-tetra-methyl-gamma- 
oxy-piperidin-carbonic acid-methyl- 
ether, 

This beautiful name means to the 
ehemist the new local anaesthetic ‘“Eu- 
eain A.” 

In the intrduction of his most ex- 
haustive and interesting paper, Dr. Cob- 
lentz mentioned the difficulties which 
accompany the work of the chemist in 
synthetic chemistry. Hundreds and 
thousands of bodies are prepared and 
experimented upon and only very few, 
perhaps one or two, are brought into 
the market, and perhaps disappear 
again after a short career. We should 
therefore, not begrudge the benefits 
which the inventors finally derive from 
successful preparations, 

Dr. Coblentz went over the remedies 
introduced during 1897. He divided 
them into different groups, according to 
their therapeutical application. He ex- 
plained the influence of the different 
atomic groups when substituted for the 
hydrogen in the nuclei of benzole, 
naphthaline, pyridene, etc. The evolu- 
tion of this branch of science was most 
thoroughly set forth. 

A lively discussion followed the paper. 

The other papers on the programme 
were read by title, owing to the late 
hour. Finally a vote of thanks was 
tendered to the retiring chairman, Dr. 
Chandler, who introduced his successor, 
Mr. Thomas J. Parker. Mr. Parker 
made a few remarks and the meeting 
then adjourned to next October.

New Tariff Law in France. 


Consul Thackara sends the follow- 
ing from Havre, dated April 20, 1898: 

The Chamber of Deputies has been 
discussing a bill making a large in- 
crease in the French customs duty 
upon the importation of live pigs, 
fresh and salted hog meat, lard, and 
hog products (charcuterie). The bill 
was favorably acted upon by the Sen- 
ate on March 22, with the addition of 
the following article: 

The Government is authorized to concede, by 
decree, temporarily, the benefit of the duties 
provided for in the minimum tariff for char- 
cuterie and lard, to the countries whose prod- 
ucts do not enjoy in their entry into France 
the privileges of those of the most-favored 
nation, 

This bill is now simply awaiting the 
signature of the President to become 
a law. 

The concession was asked for by the 
Government, and is intended to 
strengthen the commercial relations 
existing between the United States 
and France in the absence of any 
commercial treaty. It gives the Pres- 
ident of the French Republic the 
power at any time he deems proper, 
by making a decree, to allow the 
products of the United States men- 
tioned in the above article to be im- 
ported into France, and pay the cus- 
toms duties named in the minimum 
tariff.

never “boiled” at all, but compounded 
with lead or manganese linoleates, 
readily soluble, even at the ordinary 
temperature, in raw linseed oil. Still 
for all practical purposes, especially in 
the manufacture of paints (if not in 
varnish making) a so-called “boiled oil” 
meets most requirements, 
The effects of oxygen on 
have been defined by De 
Liebig and Chevreul, and until a better 
theory than that of oxidation 
takes place when linseed oil solidifies is 
suggested, it will remain as the founda- 
tion of our knowledge of the chemistry 
of drying oils. 
The effects of 
liquid linseed oil is, 
tirely different question. Every linseed 
oil boiler, varnish maker, printing ink 
and linoleum manufacturer, has his 
own idea about it, an idea that has 
been formed after years of practical 
experience and cannot be modified by 
either old or new theories.

To secure result, not only the 
oxidizing agent is considered and care- 
fully studied, but also the exact pro- 
portions, the influence of the metal of 
the kettle upon the result, and, above 
all, the question of accurate tempera- 
tures, in conducting the various phases 
of the operations. These particular 
kinds of boiled oils cannot be produced 
without the action of an intense heat, 
their delicate preparation differs 
greatly from ‘that of the “boiled” 
seed oil of commerce. 

In the preparation of the “boiled” oil 
of commerce, that is of an oil contain- 
ing more or less linoleate of lead and

manganese, the main points desired by 
the buyer: are: First, the smell; sec- 
ond, the color; third, the drying. 
Paradoxical as it seems, the main 
quality is considered last of all. We 
do not wish to say that a critical buyer 
will overlook it, but that both the smell 
and the color of the “boiled” oil will 
influence an opinion fully as much as 








will the main requisite, i. e, the “dry- 
ing.’’ 

For this very reason, the producer of 
this article of commerce considers the 
question from a_ purely commercial 
standpoint and follows the pre- 
cept, “Give the trade what they want.” 
This laudable desire is gratified to the

satisfaction of all concerned 
less attention ‘to the “boiling’’ than to 
the color and the odor of “boiled” lin- 
seed oil. Heat affects the odor of lin- 
seed oil by developing acrolein, there- 
fore the natural conclusion is, the less 
heat the better for the finished product. 

As to the color, it is merely a matter 
of proportion. Manganese and lead 
linoleate solutions in a highly concen- 
trated form, readily soluble in raw lin- 
seed oil at a moderate temperature, are 
well known articles of commerce. They 
are certainly useful and meritorious 
products, and their application to raw

linseed oil, as a compound to develop 
the drying, is fully as justified under 
the name of “Oil Boilers’ Concentrated 
Dryer” as the application of other 
cheaper driers made out of benzine or 
turpentine solutions of lead or mangan- 
ese resinates, to the manufacture of 
ready-mixed paints. 

Boiled oils, intended to be sold as ar- 
ticles of commerce, should not be con- 
founded with light borate oil, oleate 
vils, cabinet oils and other specially 
prepared oils, carefully compounded in 
the varnish kettle to meet the réquire- 
ments of the varnish maker, the print- 
ing ink and linoleum manufacturer. 
The latter, of necessity, needs to be 
treated under the action of an intense 
heat, without which the proper incor- 
poration of the ingredients and oxidiz- 
ing agents is impossible. The former 
simply consists in incorporating lino- 
leates of lead and manganese with raw 
linseed oil, by means of heat, by sim- 
ple admixture under agitation or under 
pressure. 

We shall take up separately the dif- 
ferent kinds of such “prepared” and 
“boiled” oils. 

BOILED LINSEED OIL OF COMMERCE. 


There are three methods of preparing 
this oil. The first consists in boiling 
the oil at a temperature varying from 
450 to 550 deg. Fah., with red lead 
and litharge in proportions that will be 
given here below. The second consists 
in simply mixing raw linseed oil at a 
moderate temperature, with more or 
Iss proportion of a concentrated solu- 
ation of lead and manganese linoleates, 
called commercially ‘‘oil boilers concen- 
trated dryer.” The third process con- 
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sists in incorporating the oxidizing 
agent or metallic oxides in the oil, un- 
der the action of steam heat. The 
names of these oils are as follows: 
First—Kettle boiled linseed oil. 
Second—Bung hole linseed oil. 
Third—Steam boiled linseed oil. 
Commercially, however, the prefix 
name is carefully avoided in oils No. 
2 and No. 3, while on ‘the contrary in 
the first case the prefix name is em- 
phasized. 


KETTLE BOILED LINSEED OIL. 

The action of linoleic acid on me- 
tallic copper, conjointly ‘with the de- 
structive effect of fire-contact with the 
bottom of oil boilers, has led to the 
construction of kettles of special de- 
vice and of different metal than cop- 
per. In our illustration we show the 
operation of boiling linseed oil as con- 
ducted ‘in a _ stationary steel kettle 
mounted on a furnace and surrounded 
by fire bri¢k work with a space of 6 
to 9 inches between the kettle and the 
masonry, the object being to distribute 
more evenly the direct and radiated 
heat originated in the fireplace. 

The arrangement, as per illustration, 
is intended for the treatment of twenty 
barrets or 1,000 gallons at a time. The 
boiler should be of 2,000 gal. capacity to 
allow ample room for expansion caused 
by heat and effervescence caused by 
dampness. The boiler is provided, near 
the bottom, with a cifcular coil of iron 
pipe, 1 inch in diameter, perforated 
with small holes, one-eighth inch in di- 
ameter and three inches apart, to con- 
vey a current of air when desired 
through the mass of oil. 

A powerful agitator, in the form of a 
three-bladed propellor, is suspended 
about three inches above the bottom, 
the blades of the propeller disposed so 
as to cause constantly an upward mo- 
tion of the oil to the surface as soon 
as it is heated. The propeller is to 
be put in motion at the very slow speed 
of only 10 revolutions a minute. This 
will be found amply sufficient to pre- 
vent overheating of the linseed oil near 
the bottom. In oil boilers and ket- 
tles, not provided with this arrange- 
ment, a discrepancy of from 60 to S80 
degrees between the temperature of the 
oil at the bottom near the fire and that 
of the oil at the top, is often mani- 
fest, which results in overheating the 
lower part of the oil and insufficient 
heating near the top.

Experienced oil boilers 
that a 95 per cent. manganese oxide in 
a finely pulverized condition cannot be 
added to linseed oil at a temperature 
near 500 deg. Fah., as there is immedi- 
ate ignition of quite a number of man 
ganese particles. 

Three hundred and fifty deg Fah. is 
the temperature at which the first ad- 
dition of chemical drier should be put 
in. It would not do to put the 
amount of chemical drier in the dip- 
ping basket at once, but the operator 
should proceed as follows: 

Having weighed the quantities of 
manganese and litharge mentioned in 
the formula, the total of which amounts 
to 75 pounds, divide it into three lots of 
25 pounds each, and, having thoroughly 
mixed the litharge and manganese, in- 
corporate into each lot of 25 pounds of 
metallic oxides, pound of ground 
glass and three pounds of finely pow- 
dered burned umber, “bone dry.”

The proportions of manganese or

gallons of raw linseed oil. Turn the 
steam heat in, and when the oil is at 
a temperature of 200 deg. Fah., run the 
air through the mass of oil to elim- 
inate the moisture. 

After twenty minutes of the air treat- 


ment, the raw linseed oil is in condition 


to receive the drier. 

If linoleate of manganese is used, add 
it to the oil gradually in the proportion 
of 10 per cent. in weight. 

If linoleate of lead is used, add it 
to the oil in the proportion of 12 per 
cent. 

The agitation produced by the cur- 
rent of air in conjunction with the 
heat, will readily dissolve the linoleate. 
Maintain the steam heat for one hour 
longer. The oil is then ready for the 
market. 

When either kettle boiled linseed oil 
or steam boiled linseed oil, made as per 
the process above described, is applied 
on a metallic surface or on glass, in a 
thick coating, ‘the resulting film con- 
tracts in the process of drying, produc- 
ing wrinkles instead of a mirror-like 
surface as it does when a thin coat is 
applied. This is due to the fact that 
such oxidized oil dries superficially and 
not from underneath. For these two 
reasons, oils as above prepared, cannot 
be used in varnish making when a mir- 
ror-like surface is desfrable, no matter 
how thin or heavy in “‘body” the var- 
nish may be. For the paint trade, and 
when they are to be mixed with pig- 
ments, these oils, however, meet 
equally well all the requirements.

Thibetan Rhubarb. 


The output of rhubarb in Thibet de- 
pends chiefly on the haphazard and un- 
skillful exertions of the frontier tribes, 
and might under favorable’ circum- 
stances be considerably increased. The 
best quality grows at an altitude of 
above 9,000 feet, and the roots are 
brought down in the rough state by the 
tribes or by Chinese traders in Thibet. 
The price on the frontier is not more 
than 8 taels (22s. 3d.) for 1 picul (133 1-3 
pounds). The large roots are then 
trimmed and chopped into rough square 
lumps; in the Tachienlu district, owing 
to the dampness of the climate, the 
roots have to be carefully dried and are 
perforated to prevent mildew, which is 
the great enemy of the Chinese drug 
merchant. On arrival at Chungking 
the lumps of rhubarb are again 
trimmed into small square pieces, and 
after being again dried are packed for 
Shanghai, where an equal weight is 
worth five times its value on the fron- 
tier,—British Consular Report,

Washington, May 20, 1898,

Schedule B of the new revenue bill, the 
majority being in the nature of pro- 
tests against the action taken by the 
Senate, although in some cases the let.

passed by the House. 

In spite of the definite action of the 
Senate in striking out the provision re- 
lating to a tax on mineral waters many 
manufacturers and importers are under 
the impression that the goods will still 
be taxed under the general terms of the 
schedule covering proprietary articles 
which definitely specify “waters vended 
under trademark,” etc. In reference to 
this point the committee has received 
the following letter from Manager Hal- 
denstein, of the American agency for 
“Apollinaris,”’ ‘“Johannic,” ete.:

retail—but that matter has not yet been 
discussed in the Senate—the argument 
made against the taxation of tobaceo on 
hand is that it could not be sold in com- 
petition with new tobacco manufactured 
after the passage of the act, and that 
to impose a tax upon dealers in tobacco 
to subject them to great 
because they could not recover from the 
user or consumer of tobacco the amount 
of the tax paid. 

‘These. I think, were the considera- 
tions which operated upon the commit- 
tee in striking out the House provision, 
Which does tax tobacco on hand. My 
own judgment I speak only for my- 
self—that there ought to be a tax im- 
posed upon stocks of tobacco on hand 
if it can be constitutionally imposed;

“With regard to stamping 
tailed in drug stores, the 
have had a variety of requests.

Others claim that it would be a great 
hardship to compel them to immediate- 
ly place adhesive stamps upon any such 
articles, and therefore they have asked 
the committee to make a_ provision 
Which will enable them to place stamps 
upon the articles when sold. The com- 
mittee believed that to be a reasonable 
provision, and have inserted it. 1 
have no doubt this provision satis- 
factory to the great body of druggists, 
but my own judgment is that we ought 
to require stamps to placed upon 
these articles when are sold at 
wholesale as well as For exam- 
ple, take a druggist in a large city 
who has a stock these articles on 
hand. He sells a dozen bottles ar 24 
bottles at wholesale. It seems to me 
that when that sale is made the stamps 
ought to be affixed. This is one the 
questions we hope to settle hereafter. 
I think I have received many as 50 
or 60 letters from retail dealers in my 
own State and in other States object- 
ing to this tax being paid only by the 
retailer. Of course, after this bill 
shall have become a law and the retail- 
shall be charged with the duty of 
affixing the stamp, the tax will prac- 
tically come out of their pockets or out 
of the pockets of the consumers, and 
whether the retailer can charge it over 
or not is another question, There will 
probably be some little difficulty in en- 
forcing this law in every way, but 
Senators will remember that there is 
only a tax of one cent or one-half cent 
or one-quarter of a cent in each case, 
and it is the judgment of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue that there is 
not likely to be any very great fraud 
in connection with the administration 
of this provision.

“The Senate will remark that all the 
goods in a drug store are not liable to 


this tax, but only such as fall within 
the designation of the fifty-third page 


-those which are of a certain class, not 
by description, but those which are 
proprietary articles, those which are 
compounded by secret process, and 


there are various other definitions. I 
wish to call attention to the fact that 
the clerk in a large drug store has to 
be able to determine for himself in 
dea.ing with his customer whether or 
not that is one of the classes of goods 
liable to the tax. He cannot every time 
a little is made by him go into the 
counting room to have the question dis- 
cussed and determined. That is im- 
practicable in the ordinary course of 
business. He must determine then and 
there, when he makes up the package 
ind sells it, and before he wraps it, 
whether he shall put upon it the stamp. 

“It must be obvious to every one that 
that is not practicable to be done. 
There is no class of business hardly in 


which there is such a great variety of 
goods to be sold as in the drug busi- 
ness, and yet every clerk must know 
and be able to determine promptly in 
such a way as not to impede the proper 


conduct of the business exactly 
whether that is a class of goods which 
fa.ls within this definition or does not 
fall within it. Not only so, Mr. Presi- 
dent, but—I counted them rapidly, and 
I may not have counted them accurate- 
iy—there are about sixteen or seventeen 
different grades of taxes imposed upon 


articles sold in a drug store. So the 
drug clerk has not only to determine 
whether an article is subject to the tax 
at all—and that is not an easy thing to 
do always—but he has to determine

“In view of the fact that it would not 
do to tax them all in advance by requir- 
ing them to put labels or stamps upon 
everything in the store, some of which 
might never be sold—as it is not prac- 
ticable to do that in the ordinary course 
of business, and as there are the same 
general objections to this retroactive 
tax upon drugs that there are to the 
retroactive tax upon tobacco, it does 
seem to me the committee should elimi- 
nate this particular feature from the 
bill. It seems to me it is a class of mer- 
chandise that would naturally appeal to 


the Government not to impose a burden 
upon it. Largely the tax is going to 
fall upon the unfortunate, upon the in- 
valid class, upon those who are sick, 
those, as it has been said by some one, 
who, in a large measure, are not able 
to employ doctors and who go to the 
drug store for these little appliances 
and these little remedies; and unless it 
is an absolute necessity that this class 
of goods shall be taxed for the raising 
of the revenue required, it does seem to 
me that these considerations would de- 


mand that the tax upon drugs, both in 
the hands of wholesalers and retailers, 
should be eliminated from the bill, and 
I hope it will be done.”

American Petroleum in Java. 

United States Consul Sidney B, Ever- 
ett, writing from Batavia, March 13, 
makes the following report in the .pe- 
troleum interests in Java: 

I inclose translation of an article in a 
Batavian paper (Bataviaasche Nieuws- 
blad), from which it will be seen that 
the Standard Oil Company, in its efforts 
to extend its business, has concluded to 
enter the oil-producing field in this part 
of the world. Its latest and most impor- 
tant step to that end was to arrange for 
the control of the Moeara Enim Com- 
pany, a company recently incorporated 
here for working certain petroleum con- 
cessions in Sumatra, as described in the 
inclosed article. ‘To consummate the 
deal, however, it was necessary to ob- 
tain permission from the Minister of 
Colonies, who evaded giving an official 
refusal, but recommended the Moeara 
Enim Company privately to withdraw 
the project. This was done, and so the 
deal is off. ms 

This result was universally expected 
here, and there was general rejoicing. It 
was freely admitted that the absorption 
of the Moeara Enim Company by the 
Standard Oil Company would be bene- 
ficial to the oil interest of the colony, in

The mail brought us the proposal made 
by the board of directors of the said 
company to the stockholders to sell their 
concession to the Standard Oil Company, 
au question which has been much dis- 
cussed of late. The proposition, however, 
through the intervention of the Minister 
of Colonies, has since been withdrawn. It 
reads as follows 

“As is well known, the Moeara Enim 
Petroleum Company, whose subscribed 
capital amounts to 4,000,000 florins ($1,608,- 
0W), has in cash only 3,000,000 florins, ($1,- 
206,000) to work the extensive concessions 
in its situated in the Palem- 
bang district. The directors find that this 
capital may be deemed sufficient only for 
the purposes of getting the oil out of their 
ground and of erecting a large refinery 
on the embankment of the Moesi River, 
but that considerably more capital is re- 
a rapid and firm development 
of the whole enterprise, necessitating the 
purchase of ships for transporting the oil 
and the establishment of tank stations, 
with their appurtenances, in various ports 
of the East. 

‘‘Under these circumstances, and consid- 
ering the strong competition now pre- 
vailing in the oil market (which, during 
the next few years, will become still 
Keener), the directors think it advisable 
to avail themselves of the chance offered 
to co-operate with a larger and more 
profitable concern, namely, with the 
Standard Oil Company of New York. 

“Such would be arranged by floating a 
new Dutch company, to be established at 
Amsterdam, with a nominal capital of 30,- 
0,000 florins ($12,060,000), divided into 
shares of 100,000 florins ($40,200), of which 
capital 10,000,000 florins ($4,020,000) would Be 
paid up at once. In the lust-mentioned 
amount the Moeara Enim Company 
would own 4,000,000 florins — ($1,608,000)

Company jointly, in the ratio of 1 to 2; in 
other words, for every 1,000,000 guilders 
paid in by the Moeara Enim Company 
(over and above the original amount) the 
Standard Oil Company must. subscribe 
2,00),000 guilders, 

“The Moeara Enim Company shall, in 
case this arrangement goes through, play 
only a passive role and derive its profit 
exclusively from its share in the new 
company, 

“Neither company would be 
sell its shares in the new company to 
other parties until the expiration of 
twenty years, but the Standard Oil Com- 
pany would have for five years the op- 
tion of buying out the Moeara Enim Com- 
pauny’s interest at 300 per cent. 

“Any transfer of the and 
properties of the Moeara KEnim Company 
by the proposed new company would be 
permitted only by special consent and ap- 
proval of the Moeara Enim Company. 

“The object of the new company would 
be, in the first place, to develop the con- 
cessions of the Moeara Enim Company to 
the greatest possible extent, with the 
power to bring in other promising con- 
cessions. It would be assisted from the 
Outset by the Standard Oil Company in 
every possible way.”’ 

The tirst president of the new company 
would the present president of the 
Moeara Enim Company, Mr, J. W. Ljzer- 
mun, and the Moeara Enim and Standard 
Oil companies would be represented in 
the board of directors in proportion to 
their respective interests. 

“The following advantages 
derived by the Moeara Enim 
from the above-described deal: 

“First. All difficulty in getting more 
capital would be permanently done away 
with, 

“Second. The most extensive possible 
development of its concessions would be 
insured, since the ability and long experi- 
ence of the Standard Oil specialists would 
be utilized in every branch, viz.: For the 
production of crude oil, the erection of 
refineries, the preparation of oil for the 
market, ete. 

“Third. All obstacles to the opening of 
markets for its oil would be removed, be- 
cause the mercantile relations of the 
Standard Oil Company in the East would 
be takem advantage of at once. 

“True, amalgamation with the Standard 
Oil Company would mean adandonment 
of an independent position; but, consid- 
ering that the interests of both com- 
panies are so intimately connected, and 
that no company which has co-operated 
with the Standard Oil Company on a 
cordial footing has ever had to complain 
about the latter’s conduct of business, the 
board of directors is of opinion that this 
disadvantage should not be taken too 
much into consideration, 

“On the contrary, the above-mentioned 
advantages carry so much weight with 
the board of directors’ that they unani- 
mously and confidently advise sharehold- 
ers to authorize the directors to proceed 
on the above-described terms to close a 
definite contract with the Standard Oil 
company.”’
